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“Governor Approves Pension and 


Chicago Anti-Tipping 
Measures. 


{BY A @TAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Springfield; Ill, June 20.—[Special.}]— 
(Chicago's park consolidation . bill—the 
biggest single product of the Forty-ninth 
general assembly—will be signed by Gov. 
Dunne before the legislature meets for its 


final session tomorrow noon. 

This was the semi-official announce- 
ment made at 10 o'clock tonight at the 
executive mansion through William L. 
O'Connell, chairman of ate utili- 
ties commission. 

The park cunactieation dill combines 
into one control all of the park systems 
of Chicago and makes.a change in the 
tax rates under the Juul act restrictions 
of city and county. Gov. Dunne vetoed 
a similar bill two years ago because of 
provisions held to be unconstitutional by 
Attorney General Lucey. 

The governor has reached no decision 
as to the “ movies’ bill, providing for a 
etate board of moving picture censors, it 
was said. 

Thirty bills only await executive action, 
end it was Gov. Dunne’s intention to 
work through the night in passing upon 
them. The buik of these are appropria- 
tion bills, including the $15,000,000 omni- 
bue bill and the normal school bill. 


State to Get 300 New Laws. 

Illinois at midnight tomorrow will have 
200 new laws, the product of the Forty- 
ninth general assembly. Some are good; 
few, if any, are bad. Many are indifferent 
and of minor importance. Fifty per cent 
of them deal only with appropriations or 
matters a direct resultant of the biennial 
budget 

The senate and house will meet for the 
last time at noon tomorrow. The purpose 
will be to consider the veto messages of 
Gov. Dunne. The governor has about a 
dozen vetoes prepared, none of which he 
announced tonight. There may be a 
gucrum of the legislators present. The 
eHances are that there will not be. In 
any event there is no attempt in prospect 
to pass a bill over the governor's veto. 

The governor expresses the hope that 
he can cut $2,000,000 from the $44,000,000 
of appronriations peseed.

ROME, June 8.—No Italian oity yet has 
taken on the aspect of France during the 
war. 

The strects are full of young men;

stration. Rome, for instance, seems more 
like London, small ae it is and unlike in 
every other way, simply through this 
similarity of young men. 

They say here that Italy will put 4,000.- 
000 men in the field before fall. That 
seems a generous figure. But youalways 
feel inclined to believe these round num- 
bered figures which people give you when 
you pass through the heart of a country 
and see seemingly millions on their way 
to the front. 

I remember when I was in Germany 
that I heard from various sources, in- 
cluding official ones, that Germany had 
over 4,000,000 valid men to put in the 
field, and, making hasty conclusions from 
the numbers in the streeta, the hotels, 
working in their ordinary unmiélitary oc- 
oupations, I accepted the figures. When 
I got to London, however, they endeav- 
ored to convince me thet I was off by a 
paltry million and a half, such opinion- 
ated people as didn't inform me that Ger- 
many already had its last line in the 
field. : 

‘So that now I‘use these figures with a 
certain largess of sentiment, as if I dis- 
believed them, even when I am scolding 
myself for being overcredulous.

The administration was impelled to 
adopt this policy because of the continued 
use of the Anjerican flag by British mer- 
chant steamers. The United States re- 
quested Great Britain to prevent the con- 
tinuation of this practice by British ships.

GETTING AEROPLANES. 

The United States has fewer than a score of 
neroplanes available for immediate need, and ap- 
peals are being made to the American public in 
behalf of the national aeroplane fund for popular 
subscriptions to organize aviation squadrons. 

The absurdity of meeting a military need in this 
fashion by appealing from av indifferent congress to 
the people is gross and grutesque, but that is a thing 
which congress mukes necessary, and tlie promoters 
of our air service do what is left for them to do— 
ask the peuple directly to provide what the repre 
sentatives of the people will not. 

It is true that in Germany, France, and Italy the 
aviation service was given its start by popular sub- 
scription, but whatever excuse the budget makers 
in those countries had for slighting the all important 
aerial military service was lacking the stupidity of 
our congress. : 

We know that an army cannot be put in the field 
without sufficient aeroplanes. It might as well be 
without eyes. A blind foree would be opposed to one 
which saw. A failure to provide against this is 
more than a blunder. It is a crime. 

The purpose of the national aeroplane fund {s to 
supply a volunteer aeronautical reserve of fifteen 
aviation‘ squadrons for the national guard and 
twenty-two for the naval militia. If this is done the 
people will have to do it. Congress will not. When 
war began in Europe France had 1,200 aeroplanes. 
We have less than twenty. 
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WHAT THE BRITISH HAVE DONE. 

In tue tendeucy tw huid contemptible the part 
the British are taking in the war there fs an in- 
justice which becomes apparent when the situation 
is examined, and the I'rench, if they feel as they 
ate represeuted as fevl.ng occasionally, are not con- 
sidering What would have happened if Great 
Britain had not extered. 

It is almost certain that without the British 
France would be the blockaded country, and it 
was not organized as Germany was for the com- 
munity effort to meet the cutting off of supplies. 
Great Britain’s performance on land, however 
stanch, has not been remarkable in scope, and the 
habit of # certain class of English journals to re- 
gard the war as being fought wholly along the 
thirty-one miles held by the British in Flanders 
is irritating to the French, but Britain was an un- 
prepared country and has been making enormous 
efforts to develop its strength. 

If the British had accepted Germany’s promises 

» with regard to Belgium and the northern coast of 
France and had elected to remain neutral, thereby 
taking chances which British statesmanship refused 
to take, Italy would not have entered and Japan 
might not bave. 

The complications and dangers of continental 
politics mean very little to the average man in 
Great Britain. A government which dened to 
accept war would have had little trouble at home. 
There was an alternative for the British, however 
dangerons it was, and it Is conceded that France 
had to follow Russia or expose herself to conse 
quences. ; 

The French are doing the most of the fighting in 
the west. but it ts the British who offer what 
chances of anccess there are. The German hate of 
the English Is the proof of the real British effective 
tess, 


DEVELOPING ALASKA. 

Even in these duys of a European war and baf- 
fling Mexican pussibilities the development of our 
vast Alaskan possesyious is an imagination filling 
proposal. The digging vf the Panama canal is almost 
insignificant in comparison with opening up the un- 
limited resources of our northern possessions in the 

- large way outlived by l’resident Wilson and Secre- 
tary of the loterior Lane. 

The doling out of the rich public lands, mineral 
G@eposits, coal, of’, gas, aud timber expanses, the per- 
fectment of an educutivnal system and providing for 
governinent and taxation fullowing the complétion of 
the railroad now wuder cunstraction will furnish the 
greatest experiment yet undertaken in state social- 
ism. Curbing the greedy and minimizing wasteful 
exploitation are not the least problems that confront 
our trusteeship if we are to pave the way for @ con- 
tented civilization in Alaske. 

Practically all the land and’the natural resources 
of Alaska are still che property of the people of the 
United States, as Secretary Lane points out in the 
current issue of the New Republic, in which he out 
lines the administration policy for developing the

Will congress legislate 
in such a way a to give Alaska the benefit of our 
experience and social blanders? Certainly a people 
never had a better inspiration to deal unselfishly and 
with conscience. 


TIME TO ACT IN MEXICO. 
President Wilson’s Mexican policy, although 
based on justice and humanity and solicitous for 
liberty and equity, has been a failure. We cannot 
see that its prospect is fairer than its past. That 
is unpleasant but not the more agreeable for being 
ignored. 

Mexico, as every one can see, is not on the road 
to recovery but to ruin. Its revolutionaries in- 
crease, the erea of devastation grows larger and 
peace and comfort ate driven from the land. 

The president has made the mistake of holding 
too obstinately to a belief which each day finds less 
to support ft and more to destroy it. The belief 
was one which a man of true demecracy would 
maintain as long as he could, but one which cannot 
persist in opposition to the daily revealed phe- 
nomena which prove it false. 

The Mexican generals are not establishing liberty 
and equality. They are not preserving a republic. 
They afe fighting for the love of a fighting life. 
They have reduced the nonmilitary part of the pop- 
ulation to poverty and they keep it dejected or 
terrorized. 

Many Americans were satisfied with Mr. Wilson's 
policy for a long time, admiring its benevolence 
and patience,.and were proud that it conformed to 
ideals of justice and freedom. But Mexicans will 
not permit the hope to endure that they will estab- 
lish themselves in new liberties and in new strength. 
The revolutionaries are rid, now, of their danger- 
ous exploiting class, but, with the purpose of revo- 
Intion accomplished, they make !t plain that fighting 
is an end in itself and not a means to an end. 

If this meant only a continuance of disorder south 
of the United States we might endure it. If it 
meant only that peoples whose welfare need not he 
our ¢oncern were wretched we might give the 
fighters free hand and look the other way. “°~cu 
if it meant only that American property interests 
were being destroyed we might submit to it. But 
these things, bad as they are, do not contain the 
total of Mexican dangers. 

We must consider Mexico in connection with de- 
velopments in Europe. No one presumes that the 
great war will be without great consequences. They 
may concern Mexico, and what would concérn 
Mexico in that fashion certainly would concern ns. 
European property is involved in Mexican dis- 
orders. Mexican resources are a temptation to 
acquisitive nations. 

A pretext or a cause for intervention by a pre- 
pared European government, with the consent of 
its allies and the tolerance of other nations, could 
be. found easily. We forget that fifty years ago 
the French were fn Mexico. They came because 
we could not prevent it at the time. 

So long as the balance of power in Europe was 
doing what it was intended to do and was preserv- 
ing the peace, we had a free hand with Merico. 
We shall not have a free hand if in Etropean 
diplomacy it be considered expedient to meet the 
importunities of some nation insisting upon greater 
spoils by offering Mexico as a field of development. 

Great sums of European capital are invested in 
Mexico and the property which represents the 
money is being destroyed. A collector may appear 
and Mexico cannot pay. That could be used as a 
reason for intervention with a view to occupation 
-and administration. ; 

The possibility is oneswhich the United States 
cannot ignore or dismiss contemptuously—not in 
this year of wrath which has made facts out of 
fantastic impossibilities, 

What gives President Wilson's policy its danger- 
ous turn is that it invites such an Invasion of the 
North American continent. It permits the excuse 
for interference to continue. Tt will end in making 
a good, sound cause for European intervenfion ont 
of a pretext. It is not helping the Mexicans. I¢ 
does not protect fhem. They are growing more 
miserable under it all the time. Tt does not pro- 
tect us. It merely sets up a high moral standard 
of national conduct and lets everything crow woree. 

The time to do something with Mexico and for 
Mexico is now, while we have the chance, while 
we have a free hand and cannot he interfered with. 
When It fs done, Mexico will have heen removed 
from the hargain counter and appetent Purope wil! 
have # look elsewhere.

OILING TO PREVENT MALARIA. 

HE workmén on the Canal Zone suf- 

fer very little from malaria. Dr. 

Watson, who has chargé of the ma- 

laria work in the Federated Malay 

States, visited the zone to study 

the methods in use there. He reported 
to the Royal Colonial institute: 

“I concluded the results were mainly 
from oiling, which was done for practi- 
cally half a mile on each side of the canal. 
The great majority of the population do 
hot live in screened houses and very few 
take quinine.” 

Dr. Le Prince, who has had a broad 
experience in the Canal Zone, has de- 
vised a method for oiling running 
streams. He holds that, wherever drain- 
ing is feasible, it will be found the cheap- 
er as Well as the more effective method 
for controlling mosquitoes. Where a film 
of oil ean be made with a epray pump 
or a sprinkling can it should be done. 


—~o- 

However, the question of ofling flowing 
streams 4rose with them as it does with 
others. Dr. Le Prince uses a homemade 
device made with an ordinary five gallon 
oil can, a three [nch round nail, and a 
little cotton. The nail is driven through 
the bottom of the can from the inside out. 
A Wad of loose cotton is wrapped around 
the nall just below its head and within 
the can. 
The can is hung or otherwise held over 
the water. The drop should fall far 
enough before striking the water to cause 
it to break inte a thin film on the surface 
of the water. By varying the pressure 
of the head of the nail on the cotton the 
flow of oil is regulated. The number of 
drops per minute should range between 
ten and twenty. 
For kerosene and light ofls one can use 
an oll can with « small spigot located on 
the side of the can an inch above the bot- 
tom. The handle of the discharge tap, 
or spigot, can be manipulated to regulate 
the rate of dripping. 


~~ 
In hot weather, when heavy oils are 
used, neither of these methods is very 
satisfactory. The grease clogs the open- 
ing after a little time. To obviate this 
the following plan wae devised: 

An opening is made in the side of 
the can about two inches above the bot- 
tom. A flange of thin metal, similar to 
that used in a lamp burner, is fastened 
to the outside of the flat opening in the 
side of the can. A flat wick is run through 
the opening. Two or three inches of 
the inner end of the wick rest on the bot- 
tom of the can, and about half an inch 
of the outer end projects beyond the 
flange. An inch or two of water is placed 
in the bottom, and then the can is filled 
with oll. By pressing the flanges against 
the wick or by opening them out the rate 
of dripping is lessened or increased. 

This method is especially adapted to

The same may be said of the extensive 
estates of Alghero, om the western coast 
of the isiand of Sardinia, owned by Grand 
Admiral von Tirpitz, the creator of the 
Germany navy aad the minister of marine 
at Berlin. 

It seems that Admiral von Tirpits pur- 
chased the property when he was a mere

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THE STRIKE ARBITERS. 

Chicago, June 28.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. }—I observe from the bulletin as to 
car strike the following remarks: ‘‘ The 
board of arbitration, if finally agreed on, 
will consist of three men, one to act as 
representative or attorney for each side 
and the referee to be the third or deciding 


member.” 

Now, it is obvious that if two of the 
proposed board are to act as representa- 
tives or attorneys—one for each party to 
the controverssy—they can in no sense be 
called arbiters. They are mere agents 
on behalf of their constituents, the car 
companies on the one hand and their strik- 
ing employés on the other. It isa ruleof 
law accordant with reason that he who 
acts through another is bound within the 
acope of the authority given as if he had 
acted personaily. 

In the proposed board the referee to be 
the third or deciding member would thus 
be sole arbiter. If the parties elect to 
submit their differences to one arbiter, 
good and well; that istheir business. But 
why not refer the matter tn dispute to ar- 
ditration in the usual way. Each party 
might appoint one or two arbiters, as is 
thought desirable. Each party might 
also appoint an oversman to act in case 
of difference of opinion. If the parties 
cannot agree as to an oversman the ap- 
pointment should be left to the arbiters 
named by the parties. Each party to the 
submission might also be represented by 
attorneys to present their side of the case 
and adduce evidence of facts alleged. 
After a hearing the board of arbitration 
should issue their decree-arbitral, which 
by previous agreement should be binding 
upon both parties to the controversy.

Acts on 2,3 14 Cases 


HE Illinois industrial board yester- 

day completed a report of its opera- 

tion since its organization, Oct. 1, 

1913, During that time the body 

acted on 2,314 applications for ad- 
justments of compensation claims be- 
tween employés and employers. 

The average amount awarded to the 
heirs of workmen who were killed was 
$2,081.77. J. B. Vaughn, chairman of 
the board, says that this amount is al- 
most three times as large as the average 
award in such cases {n the civil courts. 

In addition to Mr. Vaughn the board 
is composed of two other members, Peter 
J. Angsten, representing the employers, 
and Robert Eadie, representing the em- 
ployés. There are twenty-three employés 
of the board, among whom are five travel- 
ing arbitration agents for settling dis- 
putes outside of the Chicago district. 


Through the state these men heard 456 
applications for the adjustment of claims. 
> 


. In Chicago there were 1,372 cases heard. 


Of the total applications heard 486 are 
still pending. Six decisions have been 
appealed to the Circuit and Appellate 
courts One appeal resulted in a reversal 
and the handing down ofa decision which 
practically makes the board inoperative 
in cases where the employer is engaged 
in interstate commerce. This decision 


| eliminates a large number of the rallroad 


fatality and pergonal injury cases brought 
by employés.

The total amount of conipensation 
awarded in the adjustment of claims and 
lump sum settlements was $1,500,041. The 
settlements amounted to $905,055.99. The 
periodical compensations in the case of 
disabilities amounted to $595,000,

Up to Them to Police Cars. 

These qualities, Mr. Miller attempted

“A man who can’t operate e car rightly 
at the end of one year ought to quit or be 
discharged,"’ was Boyle’s answer. 

“Are you supposed to keep order on the 
cars?” questioned State’e Attorney

“It’s up to us to settle difficulties be- 
tween passengers,” said Boyle. “Some 
times we have to eject obstreperous row- 
dies.” 

“And if women and children ere en- 
noyed?” 

“Well, we’re supposed to protect them 
from mashers and ‘roughnecks.' That's 
harder now because the cars are larger— 
lots of things happen we can’t see.” 


Cars Carry 140. 

The heaviest load on Ogden avenue, 
Boyle said, is between 100 and 140 paasen- 
gers; the maximum on the horse car6 
was about 109.

New York, June 20—Recurrent demor- 
alization in foreign exchange was the 
ealient feature of today’s financial de- 
velopments and more than anything else 
served to hold the stock market in check. 

Further depreciation occurred in rémit- 
tances to three of Europe's leading cap- 
itals. Paris checks were quoted at 5.65,. 
reichsmarks at 81%, and lires at 6.16. 

These quotations were not only the low- 
est reported since the beginning of the 
war, but established records for many 
vears previous. London exchange made 
slight recovery, with demand sterling at 
4.78 8-16. 

No more gold was received from Can- 
ada, despite yesterday's hopeful intima- 
tions from London. There were rumors 
of another inflow of gold from France, 
but these were not borne out by events 
across the water. 


Stock Market Heavy. 

With few exceptions, securities were 
heavy or irregular throughout, the weak- 
ness in Canadian Pacific, United States 
Rubber, and several other active issues 
conducing to that end. 

Canadian Pacific sold as low as 141%, 
an overnight loss of 4% points, and its 
lowest quotation in seven years. Rubber 
repeated yesterday's low prices of 48% 
and Rock Island, as the shares of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 
way now are known, also fell to the low 
record of 15, with a renewal of pressure 
against Missouri Pacific and Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas. 

Offerings of Canadian Pacific today 
came from local as well as out of town 
foreign sources and were traceable in 
part to May earnings, showing a net 
loss of over $500,000, or a total for the 
eleven months of the fiscal year of more 
than $8,000,000. No new explanation was 
offered for Rubber's weakness. 


Gains in War Shares. 

There were material gains in copper, 
war shares, and motors, but the move- 
ment in these issues was plainly of pro- 
fessional origin and failed to carry con- 
viction. Trading dragged in the final 
hour with lower average prices, interest 
at that time centering around the city 
bond offering. 

There was further heady selling of our 
bonds for European account at more or 
less substantial recessions. United States 
bonds were unchanged on call.
